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From  The  Director's  Desk...  by  Ed  Reiter 


The  world  seems  to  be  spin- 
ning on  its  axis  faster  than  ever 
these  days  - perhaps  because, 
like  us,  it's  anxious  to  reach  the 
new  millennium.  Most  people 
are  so  anxious,  in  fact,  that 
they've  lopped  an  entire  year  off 
the  waiting  period,  moving  it  up 
from  2001  - the  actual  start  of 
the  21st  century  - to  2000.  But 
that's  another  story,  and  we'll 
address  that  another  day. 

Unfortunately,  our  newsletter 
hasn't  kept  pace  with  all  this 
rapid  movement,  and  our  annu- 
al hibernation  has  been  longer 
than  usual  this  year.  As  a conse- 
quence, this  issue  contains  not 
only  the  list  of  winners  from  our 
1998  NLG  Writers'  Competition 
but  also  the  announcement  of 
this  year's  contest.  We'll  redou- 
ble our  efforts  to  get  the  newslet- 
ter out  to  you  earlier  and  more 


often  from  now  on  - including  a 
pre-convention  issue  prior  to 
this  summer's  ANA  show  in 
Chicago. 

The  rules  and  categories  for 
our  1999  Writers'  Competition 
are  not  much  different  from  last 
year's.  The  principal  change  is 
the  introduction  of  an  entire  new 
classification  encompassing 
computer-related  numismatic 
journalism  and  literature.  The 
need  for  this  class  - Class  XI  - 
has  become  increasingly  appar- 
ent in  recent  months  with  the 
burgeoning  growth  of  hobby- 
oriented  sites  on  the  World  Wide 
Web.  We  presented  special 
awards  at  last  year's  Bash  in 
Portland  to  two  of  these  Web 
sites,  but  we  felt  it  would  be 
more  appropriate  to  provide  a 
regular  niche  in  future  competi- 
tions. One  prior  category,  for 


software  presentations,  is  incor- 
porated under  the  new  heading. 

Much  has  happened  in  the 
numismatic  field  since  our  last 
NLG  Newsletter.  And,  for  the 
most  part,  it  has  been  extremely 
positive.  The  launching  of  the 
50-state  program  of  circulating 
commemorative  Washington 
quarters  ...  the  preparations  for 
the  new  Sacagawea  mini-dollar 
coin  ...  the  boom  in  the  coin 
market  - all  these  have  augured 
well  for  the  future  of  our  hobby. 

On  a sad  note,  this  period  has 
witnessed  the  death  of  Burnett 
Anderson,  distinguished  Wash- 
ington correspondent  for  Krause 
Publications,  who  died  in 
November  less  than  four 
months  after  being  honored  as 
the  1998  recipient  of  our  coveted 
Clemy  Award.

GROVER  CRISWELL 
DIES  AT  65 

Grover  Cleveland  Criswell  Jr., 
an  NLG  member  and  supporter 
for  many  years,  died  April  8 at 
the  age  of  65,  following  a heart 
attack.  He  had  been  in  poor 
health  for  several  years. 

The  veteran  hobby  leader  was 
one  of  a select  few  individuals 
known  immediately,  and  almost 
universally,  by  just  his  first 
name  within  the  numismatic 
community.  Mention  the  name 
"Grover"  and  just  about 
everyone  knew  which  Grover 
you  meant. 

During  his  long  and  colorful 
career  as  a collector,  dealer  and 
club  official,  Grover  served  on 
the  Board  of  Governors  of 
the  American  Numismatic 
Association  for  a total  of  22 
years,  including  a two-year  term 
as  president  from  1977  to  1979. 
He  traveled  widely  and  was  a 
familiar  and  welcome  figure  at 
major  coin  shows  - and  minor 
ones,  as  well  - for  many  years 
until  his  failing  health  restricted 
his  activities. 

He  was  an  active  - and  often 
hilarious  - participant  in  NLG 
Bashes  over  the  years,  including 
one  memorable  appearance  in  a 
hula  dancer's  skirt.  These 
underscored  his  marvelous 
sense  of  humor. 

Grover  was  an  expert  on 
Confederate  paper  money  and 
wrote  several  books  on  the  sub- 
ject. For  many  years,  he  also  was 
a dealer  in  this  material  - and 
his  personal  collection  was 
among  the  most  extensive  ever 
formed,  causing  him  to  be 


dubbed  "the  richest  man  in  the 
world...  in  Confederate  money." 

Although  he  lived  in  Florida 
for  much  of  his  adult  life,  he  was 
actually  a Yankee  by  birth,  hail- 
ing from  Chicago,  where  his 
father  operated  a candy  compa- 
ny. He  transplanted  his  roots  to 
Dixie  after  graduating  from  The 
Citadel,  a military  school  in 
Charleston,  S.C.,  and  attending 
Stetson  School  of  Law  in  Florida. 
He  made  his  home  most  recently 
in  Fort  McCoy,  Fla. 

In  1959,  at  the  age  of  25,  he 
was  elected  mayor  of  St. 
Petersburg  Beach,  Fla.  That 
made  him  one  of  the  youngest 
men  in  the  nation  at  that  time  to 
hold  the  office  of  mayor  in  a city 
whose  population  exceeded 
10,000.  Later,  he  sought  election 
unsuccessfully  to  the  U.S.  House 
of  Representatives  and  - though 
never  appointed  - reportedly 
came  up  for  consideration  twice 
as  director  of  the  U.S.  Mint. 

In  1972,  Grover  launched  Bank 
Note  Reporter,  a paper  money 
journal  published  today  as  a 
monthly  newspaper  by  Krause 
Publications.  In  addition  to  his 
affiliations  with  the  ANA  and 
the  NLG,  he  was  a founder  of 
the  Society  of  Paper  Money 
Collectors,  a founder  and 
president  of  Florida  United 
Numismatists  and  an  active 
member  of  numerous  other 
coin  clubs  and  societies, 
including  the  prestigious 
Rittenhouse  Society. 

Grover  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
Dolly,  who  accompanied  him  to 
coin  events  on  a regular  basis  for 
many  years.  Their  son,  Grover 
C.  Criswell  III,  predeceased  him. 
Memorial  services  were  held 


April  11,  with  interment  April  12 
in  Charleston,  where  Grover 
Criswell  III  also  is  buried. 

MEDAL  COLLECTORS 
OF  AMERICA 
ORGANIZED  AT  ANA 

A number  of  NLG  members  took 
part  in  launching  Medal  Collec- 
tors of  America  (MCA)  on 
Thursday,  Aug.  6,  1998  in 
Portland.  The  new  group  is 
intended  to  serve  the  needs  of  col- 
lectors  of  art  and  historical 
medals.  According  to  founder 
David  T.  Alexander,  MCA  is  a col- 
lector-centered group  which  will 
leave  medallic  sculpture  and  mili- 
taria  to  groups  already  serving 
those  areas. 

"MCA  will  be  a collector  group," 
Alexander  said,  "bringing  collec- 
tors together  at  ANA  and  other 
gatherings,  fostering  research  and 
publication  on  art  and  historical 
medals." 

One  goal,  he  said,  is  to  provide  a 
place  where  fellow  collectors  can 
meet  and  simply  "talk  medals"  at 
major  conventions. 

Some  35  founding  members 
attended  the  meeting,  adopting 
the  name  Medal  Collectors  of 
America,  setting  dues  at  $20  per 
person  and  electing  a steering 
committee  including  Alexander, 
Michael  J.  Hodder  of  New 
Hampshire,  R.W.  Julian  of  Indiana 
and  Paul  Bosco  of  New  York  City. 

An  early  MCA  goal  is  a news- 
letter, and  all  NLG  members  with 
a medallic  interest  are  warmly 
invited  to  submit  articles,  news 
and  views.  Applications  for  mem- 
bership may  be  obtained  from 
David  T.  Alexander,  President- 
Editor  Pro-Tern,  P.O.  Box  780, 
Mahopac,  NY  10541.

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The  Portland  Bash: 

A West  Coast  Extravaganza

Rooms  C-120-122  of  the  spa- 
cious Portland  Convention  Center 
served  as  the  site  for  the  1998 
Numismatic  Literary  Guild  Bash. 

In  recent  years,  the  Guild's  great 
annual  convocation  of  conviviali- 
ty, laughter  and  recognition  has 
been  staged  in  one  of  the  major 
convention  hotels,  but  the  geogra- 
phy of  the  American  Numismatic 
Association's  host  city  this  time 
made  the  convention  center  an 
excellent  central  location. 

Rome  may  boast  seven  hills, 
but  Portland  seems  to  have  more, 
plus  a river  valley  encompassing 
its  downtown,  a trifle  distant  from 
the  convention. 

ANA  conventions  have  become 
busier  and  busier  with  the  pass- 
ing of  the  years,  and  Bash  night 
1998  saw  a number  of  competing 
events  that  impinged  on  the  Bash. 
Since  NLG  members  are  a cos- 
mopolitan lot  with  leadership 
roles  in  many  other  organizations, 
the  Guild  keeps  a close  eye  on 
possible  overlaps.  By  dint  of  rapid 
motion,  none  of  the  events  on 
Thursday  night  of  convention 
week  caused  serious  problems. 

As  was  the  case  at  the  New  York 
ANA  in  1997,  the  Bash  took  place 
in  the  same  room  as  ANA's  World 
Series  of  Numismatics,  and  the 
full  panoply  of  that  highly  popu- 
lar "Jeopardy!"-style  numismatic 
game  show  and  slugfest  served  as 
a backdrop  for  Emcee  Wendell 
Wolka  and  his  merry  band  of 
shills  and  onstage  performers. 

Veteran  Bash-goers  may  recall 
that  the  last  time  the  Guild 
attempted  more  than  light  snacks 


at  the  bar  at  a Bash  was  the  epic 
1976  New  York  convention,  where 
the  canape  bill  effectively  bank- 
rupted the  organization.  Portland 
saw  the  return  of  more  hearty 
fare,  thanks  to  a very  generous 
donation  by  member  Michael  R. 
Fuljenz.  The  result  was  a delec- 
table "steamboat"  of  roast  beef 
and  a luxurious  selection  of  pre- 
mium cheeses  that  Bash-goers 
attacked  with  commendable 
gusto. 

Our  Hoosier  interlocutor,  the 
unsinkable  Wendell  Wolka,  fired 
up  the  gathering  with  his  familiar 
introductory  routine.  Early  on 
stage  was  Executive  Director  Ed 
Reiter  with  his  first  of  several 
"Millennium  Moments."  NLG 
humor  has  spared  no  one  over  the 
years,  and  one  of  Ed's  topical 
satires  was  entitled  "Hats  Off  to 
the  New  Grading  Service,"  a 
broad  compliment  to  ANA's  for- 
mer education  director,  James 
Taylor,  long  famed  for  his  white 
cap,  now  a principal  in  the  newly 
organized  Independent  Coin 
Grading  Co.  (ICG). 

The  months  of  upheaval  at 
ANA  headquarters  provided  a 
wealth  of  copy  for  the  numismatic 
press,  as  they  did  for  the  '98  Bash. 
Ed  wrote  and  sang  a parody  on 
the  late  Frank  Sinatra's  "It  Was  a 
Very  Good  Year,"  inspired  by  the 
events  in  Colorado  Springs. 
Rechristened  "It  Was  a Very  Odd 
Year,"  the  song  focused  on  recent 
comings  - and,  especially,  goings 
- at  ANA  headquarters,  with  par- 
ticular attention  to  fast-moving 
Executive  Director  Peggy 
Hofmann.  "It  was  a Very  Odd 
Month-and-a-Half,"  the  song  pro- 
claimed in  Hofmann's  regard,  a 
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commentary  on  the  length  - or 
rather,  the  brevity  - of  her  tenure 
with  the  national  organization. 

A high  point  of  Bashes  of 
the  1980s  was  the  appearance 
on  stage  of  the  late  Walter  Breen 
as  the  omniscient  seer  "Karnak 
the  Great,"  liberally  adapted 
from  "The  Tonight  Show"  with 
Johnny  Carson.  This  role  was 
subsequently  played  by 
Wolfeboro,  New  Hampshire, 
numismatist  Q.  David  Bowers. 

Continuing  as  the  straight  man 
for  the  1998  Karnak  episode  was 
former  NLG  Director  (and  current 
ANA  Vice  President)  Scott  A. 
Travers.  On  stage  this  time,  how- 
ever, as  the  Seer  was  none  other 
than  incumbent  ANA  President 
Anthony  Swiatek,  who  participat- 
ed with  great  good  humor.  The 
gags,  to  be  sure,  centered  around 
the  ANA's  difficulties  with  the 
biting  humor  for  which  NLG  has 
become  famous. 

In  the  Karnak  routine,  Swiatek 
provided  answers  aloud  to 
questions  within  sealed 
envelopes.  One  answer,  for 
example,  was  "Six  Days  and 
Seven  Nights,"  the  title  of  a recent 
motion  picture.  The  question 
turned  out  to  be:  "What's  the 
average  length  of  an  ANA  Board 
meeting?"  The  very  next  answer 
was  identical:  "Six  Days  and 
Seven  Nights."  This  time,  it  came 
with  a different  question:  "What's 
the  average  tenure  of  an  ANA 
executive  director?" 

One  of  the  most  elaborate  skits 
featured  Chicago  numismatist 
(and  NLG  Director)  Thomas  K. 
DeLorey  and  Ed  Reiter  doing 
a spoof  interview  based  on  the 
dramatic  success  of  David  Akers' 
auction  of  the  late  John  J. 
Pittman's  collection,  during 
which  many  coins  purchased  by 


Pittman  for  $10  or  less  brought 
tens  of  thousands  of  dollars. 
DeLorey  appeared  as  Harold 
Barely  Affordable,  a part  modeled 
on  the  late  Harold  S.  Bareford, 
whose  outstanding  collection  was 
auctioned  with  record-breaking 
success  by  Stack's  in  December, 
1978  and  October  1981.  Reiter 
played  the  part  of  John  J.  Pittsman 
in  a satirical  tour  de  force. 

The  Pittman  family  was  repre- 
sented in  the  audience  and  had  a 
good  laugh,  since  the  skit 
reversed  his  success  story.  Barely 
Affordable  and  Pittsman  told  a 
side-splitting  story  of  just  how 
wrong  a collector  could  be,  citing 
such  major  purchases  as  rolls  of 
1950-D  nickels,  late-date  proof 
sets  and  common-date  MS-65 
Morgan  dollars  just  before  the 
overheated  speculative  markets  in 
these  boom-time  commodities 
had  crashed. 

A musical  highlight  of  this  Bash 


was  the  appearance  of  NLG's 
favorite  troubadour,  Chris 
Connell  of  New  Jersey.  An 
Episcopal  clergyman  in  waking 
life,  Chris  combines  a rare  sense 
of  humor  with  lyrical  ability  of 
the  highest  order. 

Since  the  distance  to  Portland 
daunted  many  of  Emcee  Wolka's 
regular  shills,  Chris  occupied 
the  shill  area  with  paper-money 
dealer  Claude  Murphy  of 
North  Carolina. 

Back  to  popular  acclaim  was  a 
Connell  classic,  "I'm  a Coin-Show 
Junkie,"  detailing  the  adventures 
of  a coin  collecting  fanatic  whose 
manic  storming  of  coin  shows 
finally  is  ended  by  enforced 
residence  in  what  might  be  called 
a residential  facility.  Chris  also 
rendered  another  song  that 
has  gained  recognition  as  the 
Guild's  rmofficial  anthem:  "In  the 
Good  Old  NLG."  This  song 
reveals  an  awesome  knowledge  of 


the  minutiae  of  English  grammar, 
set  to  rhyme  and  music  in  an 
unbeatable  package. 

Undoubtedly  the  most  hilarious 
song  performed  by  Connell  was  a 
revised  version  of  the  1950s  rock- 
and-roll  hit  "Peggy  Sue."  As 
rewritten  for  NLG  by  two  anony- 
mous - and  lawsuit-wary  - song- 
smiths,  'Teggy  Sue"  mercilessly 
lampooned  the  adventures  and 
misadventures  of  ANA  and  its 
briefly  reigning  executive  director. 

A full  listing  of  the  1998  NLG 
awards  appears  elsewhere  in  this 
issue.  Mention  must  be  made  here 
of  the  third  annual  Ribbet  Award, 
won  in  1996  by  Anthony  Swiatek 
and  in  1997  by  Wendell  Wolka. 
The  Ribbet  was  donated  by  the 
ana's  then-senior  authenticator, 
J.P.  Martin.  The  award  is  a pseu- 
do-antique bronzed  sculpture  of  a 
pair  of  Chinese  frogs  in  a swamp, 
the  larger  holding  a square-holed 
cash  coin  in  its  mouth.

4.  All  entries  must  be  the  work  of 
entrant  or  must  have  been  pro- 
duced under  entrant's  editorial 
direction. 

5.  The  judges  reserve  the  right  to 
change  the  category  in  which 
an  entry  may  compete,  if  they 
believe  such  change  is  neces- 
sary to  assure  equity  of  all  par- 
ticipants. 

6.  Three  (3)  copies  of  each  entry 
must  be  submitted  in  all  cate- 
gories except  portfolio  and 
software.

BURNETT  ANDERSON 
CAREER  CAPPED  BY 
1998  CLEMY  AWARD 

Burnett  Anderson,  longtime 
Washington  correspondent  for 
Krause  Publications,  died  Nov. 
26,  1998  at  the  age  of  79  - less 
than  four  months  after  being 
honored  as  1998  recipient  of  the 
NLG's  coveted  Clemy  Award. 

The  award,  announced  at  the 
1998  Bash  during  the  Portland 
convention  of  the  American 
Numismatic  Association,  recog- 
nized the  veteran  journalist's 
body  of  achievements  in  the 
numismatic  field.  Thus,  in  a 
sense,  it  served  as  a parting 
tribute  from  his  peers. 

Burnett  was  chosen  for  the 
Clemy  by  the  1997  winner, 
Alan  Herbert,  from  a group  of 
about  a dozen  candidates  nomi- 
nated by  members  of  the  NLG 
Board  of  Directors. 

Because  of  extremely  impor- 
tant family  matters,  Burnett  was 
unable  to  attend  the  ANA  con 
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vention  in  Portland  and  there- 
fore was  not  present  at  the  Bash 
to  receive  the  award.  In  his 
absence,  it  was  accepted  by 
Clifford  Mishler,  president  of 
Krause  Publications.  Rather  than 
notify  him  at  that  time.  Cliff 
saved  the  good  news  for  a post- 
convention luncheon  of  the  KP 
numismatic  staff.  That  produced 
what  Burnett  later  called  "a 
magnificent  surprise"  when  Cliff 
gave  him  the  plaque,  without 
advance  notice,  in  front  of  his 
Krause  colleagues. 

"I  am  indeed  delighted  to  join 
such  a distinguished  company," 
Burnett  said  in  becoming  the 
31st  recipient  of  the  coveted 
award.  Of  his  numismatic  writ- 
ing career,  he  remarked:  "It  is 
hard  to  realize  that  I have  now 
been  at  it  for  more  than  18  years. 
During  that  time,  numismatic 
writing  has  brought  me  all  the 


good  things  that  go  with  coin 
and  currency  collecting,  open- 
ings to  interesting  people  and  to 
the  world  in  all  directions." 

He  said  he  was  looking  for- 
ward to  joining  fellow  NLG 
members  at  the  1999  Bash  in 
Chicago,  where  he  would  have 
bestowed  the  award  on  his  suc- 
cessor. 

Normally,  the  Clemy  winner 
is  selected  by  the  most  recent 
honoree,  who  chooses  the  recipi- 
ent from  among  a group  of 
names  submitted  for  his  or  her 
review  by  the  Guild's  Board  of 
Directors.  This  is  the  first  time 
the  incumbent  honoree  has  died 
before  choosing  his  successor, 
and  no  provision  had  been  made 
in  advance  for  such  an  eventual- 
ity. In  the  absence  of  such  guide- 
lines, the  Board  has  decided  to 
solicit  three  nominations  from 


each  surviving  past  recipient  of 
the  Clemy  Award.  The  top  three 
vote-getters  (and  ties,  if  any) 
then  will  be  submitted  to  the 
same  group  for  a second  vote, 
with  the  person  receiving  the 
most  votes  in  this  ballot  being 
declared  the  1999  Clemy  winner. 
Cliff  Mishler,  himself  a past 
recipient,  has  agreed  to  make 
the  presentation  at  this  year's 
Bash  in  Chicago. 

Following  is  the  text  of  Alan 
Herbert's  remarks  in  announc- 
ing his  selection  of  Burnett  at  the 
Portland  Bash: 

"Why  would  this  guy  need 
another  award?  That  was  my 
first  thought  when  I reviewed 
the  lengthy  biographical  infor- 
mation that  NLG  board  member 
Bob  Van  Ryzin  sent  me  when  it

The  Ribbet  is  awarded  to 
members  of  the  numismatic 
community  who  have  risen  to 
leadership  without  losing  their 
sense  of  humor  and  approacha- 
bility,  avoiding  the  pomposity 
that  sometimes  goes  with  high 
rank.  Brother  Wolka  bestowed 
the  1998  Ribbet  on  North 
Carolina  paper  money  dealer 
Claude  Murphy,  who  with  wife 
Judith  plays  a leading  role  in 
numismatic  circles  in  the  North 
Carolina-Blue  Ridge  area. 

The  Portland  location  assured 
the  appearance  of  quite  a num- 
ber of  new  faces  at  the  Bash, 


with  a corresponding  number  of 
new  applicants.  The  overall  tone 
of  the  event  was  very  upbeat,  as 
was  that  of  the  convention  itself. 
Those  who  created  the  rolling 
waves  of  humor  that  character- 
ized the  Bash  were  especially 
pleased  that  the  audience  and 
guests  understood  that  the  pur- 
pose of  the  jokes  and  skits  was 
to  sympathize  with  and  support 
the  ANA  at  a somewhat 
unhappy  time  in  its  history. 

This  use  of  humor  recalls  a 
famous  Abraham  Lincoln  story. 
The  president  was  once  severely 
criticized  for  joking  while  tour- 
ing the  bloody  battlefield  of 
Antietam.  "Mr.  President,  how 
can  you  LAUGH  at  such  a time 
and  in  such  a place?"  Lincoln's 
typically  philosophical  response 
was  the  gentle  rejoinder:  "Well, 
if  I didn't  LAUGH  as  much.  I'd 
CRY  a lot  more!"
